LONDON, (lP)—German air fleets 
in increasing numbers battered at 
cities on almost all cdasts of Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales today 
during one of the heaviest and most 
widespread offensives of the war.

aerial armada. The big naval base 
at Kiel, the Hamburg docks and 
similar German targets again were 
attacked heavily during the night, 
the London air ministry said. 
' The German aerial onslaught 
against Britain, however, seemed 
more than ever to be an immediate 
preliminary to a general offensive 
which the Axis powers reportedly 
have decided to launch in an ef- 
fort to win the war by starting the 
disintegration of the British empire 
on many fronts.

The 1932 Democratic Platform 
strongly condemned the extrava- 
gance of the Republican farm pro- 
gram.

000 in 1932 to an estimated $1,607,- 
000,000 in 1940, an increase of 1300 
per cent. The total number of per- 
manent employees of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture increased from 
16,544 in 1932 to 48,697 in 1939, or 
195 per cent. Total pay rolls (obli- 
gations) for both permanent and 
temporary employees’ increased 
from $45,971,215 to $138,036,692, or 
200 per cent. This excludes the 135,- 
890 county and community agricul- 
tural conservation committeemen 
who administer the farm program 
t locally.
